American Knights of Columbus In 
the open Vatican gardens and had 
given holy communion personally to 
each knight. Vatican officials were 
amased that the pope appeared in 
these scenes, which proved the most 
complete pictures ever taken of vat- 
ican ceremonies, for about 20 min- 
utes. 


When the Vatican officials object- 


ed to the pope being photographed, 
he said: 


"Let the Americans have what they 


want." 


Gives Contract Miners 20 


Per Cent More. 


Washington, Aug. 30—President 


Wilson today approved the majority 
report of 
the anthracite 
coal com- 


mission, increasing the wages of con- 
tract miners 20 per cent over present 
rates. 


Miners employed as company men 


are given an increase of 17 per cent 
and the same amount is given "con- 
sideration miners" and miners labor- 
ers and monthly men.

Condition of Lord Mayor 


Beyond Relief. 


London Aug. 30—The hunger strike 


of Terence Macswiney, Lord Mayor of 
Cork, has progressed so far that he 
is In such condition that even if he 
took food now it would do him no 
good, according to a statement by 
the Bnxton prison doctor to Mao- 
swiney's wife, who visited her hus- 
band this morning. 


Mayor Macswiney is said to be even 


more gravely ill than at last reports 
and a. change for the worse may come 
at any time in the next twenty-four 
hours Mrs Macswiney remained with 
her husband for three hours 
She 


said he was conscious and recognized 
her, but was unable to speak. Mrs. 
Macswiney was pale and bore evident 
signs of terrible strain. 


Macswiney rallied during the night 


and it was stated at Brixton Jail that 
the end would not come for another 
thirty-six hours at least. Today was 
the eighteenth day of the mayor's 
hunger strike 


New York, Aug 30—Inspired by a 


group of immigrant 
boys 
singing 


"America," William B Wilson, sec- 
retary of labor who was the guest of 
honor at a concert given yesterday 
at Ellis Island, for detained immi- 
grants, made a patriotic speech which 
brought him an ovation from the au- 
diance. Addressing tne audience as 
"my fellow Immigrants," Mr Wilson 
said: . 


"I shall never forget that day, Sep- 


tembe- 8. 1870, when I came as an im- 
migrant bov to America 
I came 


from Scotland, and in the steerage, 
Just as, most of you have come." 


The speaker described how he had 


started work as a Pit boy in the 
Pennsylvania coal mines and made 
his way, step by step 
He explained 


the working of the 
United 
States 


government and the significance of 
the constitution and said that any 
one coming here to overthrow the 
government will be sent bark. 


Brooklyn in Throes of Tran- 


sit Strike. 


New York, Aug. 30—More 
than 


1,000,000 residents of Brooklyn who 
depended upon the Brooklyn rapid 
transit company to take- them 
to 


business, were reduced to improvised 
methods of conveyance by the strike 
of that company's employees which 
virtually shut down the entire tran- 
sit system—subways elevated roads 
and trolleys 
The strike went Into 


effect early Sunc&y morning. 


Long before the accustomed rush 


hour this morning tha streets were 
Jammed with pedestrians looking for 
vehicles, most of which were already 
crowded with passengers 
Notwith- 


standing the use of automobiles from 
limousine to jitney, large trucks and 
horse drawn wagons ^ any thousand 
bad to walk to their distant places 
of work.

Foxes of every imaginable size, color 


end quality of for are found in every 
continent and country on the face of 
the globe. They range from skins 
scarcely worthy of removal from the 
carcass to those which bring higher 
than three hundred dollars in. their 
raw state. 


Such being the case, it is unneces- 


sary to go outside of the Fox family 
itself to find room for enough substi- 
tution to make one's head swim. 


And, unfortunately, it is true that 


no stone has been left unturned, or, to 
use a more apt expression — no fox has 
hcen left untampered, by unreliable 
furriers iu their efforts to sell clever 
imitations at the price of'the genuine. 


It seems well right here to give a 


gc.ieral idea of the relative values of 
the better known classes of fox skins, 
even though .the average buyer has no 
way of knowing that the skins she 
purchases are not masqueradu.K in 
t.ie class in which they have be;n 
placed. 


First comes the black fox, a native 


of Siberia, Canada and Alaska. Then, 
the silver fox, also found in the same 
places, in Greenland and the northern 
parts of the United States as well; 
the blue fox from Alaska, Greenland, 
Ireland and Canada; the cross fox 
(bearing a dark stripe across its shoul- 
ders and down its back), found in 
Canada, northern New York, Wiscon- 
sin and Michigan. 


After these comes the white fox, 


which, strangely, is cither iu strong 
demand or almost neglected. In the 
latter case the skin is skillfully dyed 
to imitate the black or the blue fox— 
an imitation that would seem quite 
legitimate if ALL furriers would sell 
the skins as a good imitation, and 
f.'OT as the genuine. 


The red fox is next in value, and 


following this the gray fox, a skin, 
with few exceptions, of little merit. 


There are 
other 
species beyond 


number, running lower and lower in 
valuation as the. list lengthens, but 
j-ou have read enough to see that fox 
skins may easily "jump" from one 
Krade to another and that it is abso- 
lutely imperative to deal with a thor- 
oughly reliable furrier if you would 
get what you pay for.

Editor The Review: 


I saw in Sunday's paper an article 


headed "Remembers Frost 67 Years 
Ago, 
Aug. 27, 1S53," written by Wil- 


liam Baker. So I will write some 
about that. 


l was a boy nine years old and was 


born in Delaware county, Ind.

Further than this Kent a few 
years ago, consorted a good deal 
with that clan of Republicans who 
were then known as "Insurgents" and 
also wai known to bave a good deal 
of sympathy with the Progressive 
party. 


Finally, one of the things that now 


count against him in the role of can- 
didate for a Republican nomination 
for the senate Is the fact that In vari- 
ous utterances and acts on Isolated 
occasions he has stood up for Pres- 
ident Wilson.

HARD TO BEAT PHELAN 


No matter who gets this Republi- 


can nomination, nearly every compe'- 
tent observer believes he will have 
a hard time beating Phsian In No- 
vember.^ Phelan is very popular, and 
California has come to be an extrem- 
ely -volatile itate. A state which In 
1916 
could on one and the same day 


give a majority of 300,000 to a Re- 
publican for tha Senate and a major- 
ity of 4,000 to a Democrat for presi- 
dent, obviously constitutes a good 
deal of a hazard to political proph- 
ets and to party managers as well. 


However, even those observers who 


believe that the Republican party 
managers «re Justified in their con- 
fidence about taking Senator Phelan's 
seat away from him, would hesitate 
to go so far as to predict that Cal- 
ifornia will go for Cox as against 
Harding. On this last point t^he truth 
Is that both nominations were a dis- 
appointment. The California public 
takes little Interest? in either nominee. 
By reason of this apathy the popular 
vote In the primaries tomorrow will 
probably be small.
